RILLED BY HIS BRIDE 


FIVE SHOTS 
EXCHANGED 


DUEL WITH PISTOLS 


For the murder of his wife, Lemuel 


D. Campbell was sentenced to -a term 
Of ten years at San 
Quent'in 
this 


morning by Judge 
Johro Ellsworth. 


The jury in the case had found Mm 
guilty of manslaughter and this lim- 
ited the punishment to ten years and 
be was given the limit prescribed by 
Jaw. 
In pronouncing sentence Judge 


Ellsworth said: 


"The jury has been merciful to you 


end found you guilty of manslaughter. 
.1 do not -believe that it is my'duty to 
further minimize your offense and do 
now, therefore, sentence you to be im- 
jprisoned in the State's Prison at San 
-Quentm for the period of ten years. 
This being the extreme penalty allow- 
ed by law." 


By good behavior 
Campbell 
can 


gain his freedom in six and a half 
-years. 


- Not the least tragic part 
of 
the 


'proceedings was the request of Judge 
Frick as Campbell's attorney for an 
order of court, to have the pistol with 


;which the deed was done destroyed. 
He stated to the court that It was the 
desire of the prisoner to have 
the 


:weapon destroyed. Judge Ellsworth 
said that he did not know that he 
tad the power to make such an order, 
but said that he would make an order 
turning the pistol over to him as the 
defendant's counsel and that he could 
do what he saw' fit with it. This be- 
ing satisfactory, the order was made 
and the pistol was handed to Frick, 
;who put it in his pocket. 


The overcoat 
introduced 
in 
evi- 


dence as the garment which Camp- 
bell's wife helped him on with when 
she accompanied him to the door when 
he turned and shot her was returned 
to the prisoner. 


The crime for which Campbell was 


convicted was committed on Novem- 
ber 12th last. He is a young man 28 
years of age and a butcher by occu- 
pation. 
His wife was not 
yet 
22. 


They had had much trouble and the 
facts introduced before the jury were 
to the effect that by her actions in go- 
ing about with other men 
she 
so 


worked upon the mind of Campbell 
that in a drunken moment 
he shot 


her. 
There was evidence to the effect 


that he had not contemplated the deed 
nnd that it was done at 
a moment 


when he was not himself. 


The place of confinement was fixed 


at San Quentin at the request of-At- 
torney Frick. who asked that this be 
done in order to give Campbell's moth 
er and relatives an 
opportunity to 


visit him which, if he was 
sent 
to 


Folsom, would be almost an impossi- 
bility. 
Judge Ellsworth stated 
that 


he saw no reason why this 
request 


should not be granted and designated 
San Quentin as the place of confine- 
ment in passing judgment upon 
the 


prisoner. 


Campbell himself exhibited no emo- 


tion during the proceedings, evidently 
having made up his mind that the jury 
In fixing his punishment at ten years 
iwas all the leniency he could expect 
at the hands of the court. 


SACRAMENTO, February 13.—The 


statement made 
setting 
forth 
the 


threatening attitude of the Senate to-

This would be in opposition to

motion which is almost certain to be 
made as a consequence of the filing of 
the report of the committee, viz., that 
the accused Senators be expelled. 


The conservative element says that, 


as the Senate has virtually driven the 
accused to the courts to be vindicated, 
it would be the height of impropriety 
for the Senate at the sa-_>?e time 
to 


visit the accused with 
Its 
severest 


penalty because it would never 
be 


able to repair the injury done, if, lat- 
er, the Superior Court should return a 
verdict of not guilty against the ac- 
cused. 


The conservative 
element 
further 


declares that suspension of the 
ac- 


cused Senators until just before ad- 
journment 
would not 
blacken 
the 


character of the accused and at the 
same time would give the 
courts 
a 


chance to act. 


The same element says that If final 


action by the courts should be de- 
ferred till the adjournment 
of 
the 


session, the Senate could, at Its own 
expense, reassemble and exonerate or 
expel as the case might require. 


The Investigating Committee 
will 


meet tonight and listen to a 
short 


argument. vlt will then set to work 
formulating its report. 


Simpson is the only member of the 


committee who failed to vote for tan 
Lukens' resolution refusing to allow 
the accused Senators to be swsrn. He 
docs not seemirfgly believe in punish- 
ing the accused without, at the samp 
time, giving them a chance to defend 
themselves. 
If 
there 
is a minority 


report it will be made by Simpson. 


If the committee's report shall con- 


tain no recommendation, a resolution 
for expulsion will be introduced 
and 


then will come what now seema to be 
a royal battle.

Russian Government. and sailed from 
Vladivostok for Port Arthur 
before 


the capture of that place by the Japa- 
nese. When eighty-five days out she 
ost her propeller and was carried by 
adverse winds and currents to the isl- 
and of Luzon. Captain- Simpson went 
ashore at Snn Jllguel and succeeded 
n reaching Manila.

mediately after the HMTC convened, 
today Mr. Sullivan of Massachusetts.

Mr. Sullivan's remarks were 
the 


outcome of list week's debate on the 
railroad rate question, In the course 
of which he inquired of Mr. Lamar 
of Florida why Mr. William R. Hearst 
of New York was not present to ex- 
plain his own bill. 


NOTICE TO HtA«aT. 


Mr. Sullivan, at the outset, stated 


that he had given his notice early in 
order that Mr. Hearst might be pres- 
ent today. 
He had interrupted Mr. 


Lamar, he said, because he thought 
Mr. Lamar was criticising too harsh- 
ly his Democratic colleagues for their 
"failure to support the so-called Hearst 
bill, and he felt that Mr. Hearst hlm- 
eclf might produce the desired effect. 


Ordinarily, he said, public men ex- 


pect fair criticism of their official acts, 
but where th« proprietor of a paper is 
a member of Congress he owes a dou- 
ble duty to his colleagues to be fair 
and impartial in his criticisms of them. 


He read the article in the New, York 


American of February 9 In criticism of 
himself, which, he said, had been call- 
ed forth by an 
infraction 
of 
Mr. 


Hearst's monarchial dignity and there- 
by had been consigned to the political 
assassination of Mr. Hearst's paper. 


The article in question, Mr. Sullivan 


said,, touched his representative ca- 
pacity and is "a deliberate insult to 
one member by another." 


SULLIVAN'S DEFENSE. 


He was interrupted by Mr. Robin- 


son of Indiana, who raised the point 
that Mr. Sullivan was not in 
order. 


Immediately there went up a howl of 
"no, no, no." . The Speaker ruled that 
.Mr. Sullivan was proceeding by unani- 
mous consent. 


Continuing. Mr. Sullivan said: . 
"The writer raises the query wheth- 


er my ignorance of pending measures

the new bonds must be paid and the 
2W per cent annually for redemption. 


This would increase tax rates to a 


total of nearly four per cent per an- 
num. 


It Is like throwing six millions in the 


air on a venture, the outcome of which • 
is problematical, and which at best as- 
sures a heavy load of taxation for 
many years to come. 


Having to meet a deficit for the 


water plant out of the general revenue, 
there will be nothing to expend on the 
streets or for any municipal 
ftetter- 


ments. We will be in no position to 
issue bonds for improvements even if 
we could afford to do so, and in conse- 
quence the city would be dragged 
along dirty and dilapidated behind a 
losing water plant that crippled every 
energy in the city.

Michael Davitt and Russia. 


A San Francisco weekly defends Michael Davitt for the apologia; 


he is making for tyranny, misgovernment and cruelty in Russia. The 
article says Mr. Davitt told the truth, and goes on to blame the 
trouble in Russia to "British lying." Some things are so obvious that 
it is a waste of time to debate their existence. A denial of them must 
therefore be dismissed in the same spirit that the world dismissed 


• Brother Jasper's dictum that the sun do move. 


To abhor British tyranny and oppression in Ireland 
and 
the 


Transvaal it is not necessary to endorse the most hideous despotism 
that has flourished in Europe since the days of the Roman Emperors. 
Wrong, cruelty, oppression and misgovernment, the total 
suppres- 


sion of free speech and the denial of all personal right or voice in 
civic affairs, is as abominable in Russia, as it is elsewhere. Justice and 
truth are not matters of latitude and longitude or relative terms of 
race, religion, condition or locality. 


How any liberty-loving, generous-hearted man can palliate the 


atrocities lately perpetrated in Russia passes our comprehension. How 
any man who suffered imprisonment and loathsome exile as a penalty 
for his devotion to the principles of free government and the right of 
free speech can apologize for the iron despotism which shackles free- 
dom of speech and action in Russia is an enigma beyond us. We can 
only mourn that Michael Davitt has not remained true to himself, true 
to liberty, true to humanity. 


What is taking place in Russia today cannot be denied. The 


time when the truth could be suppressed 
has 
passed—forever we 


trust. It cannot be claimed that the people of Russia are either right- 
eously, wisely or humanely governed. 
They are overtaxed, brutally 


treated and denied all voice in making the laws by which they are 
governed and all voice in the selection of the officers who administer 
the laws. Why are the workingmen rising against the Czar's govern- 
ment all over the empire? Why are the rjeasants in the agricultural 
districts piteously complaining of their wretched lot? Why are the 
land owners imploring the Czar to reduce their taxes and give them 
better laws? Why are the scholars and the press cowering yet pro- 
testing under a rule and a system which places the person, the domi- 
cile and the property of the Russian citizen at the absolute disposal of 
fhe Czar and his minions? 


"British lying!'1 Does that account for the massacre of Jews? 


for the butchery of thousands of unoffending workingmen? for 
the 


cruelties and oppressions practiced on the Poles? for the abrogation 
of the indent constitution of Finland? for the clamor that goes up 
from Archangel to Odessa for relief from the exactions of the taxgath- 
er and the lash of the Cossack? 


But why say more? The revolting record cannot be white- 


washed^ or wiped out by Michael Davitt. Belisartus may be old arid 
blind and an eater of broken meals at the table of the powerful, but 
from him we appeal to the victorious chief who overthrew the VandaL 
We appeal to the blood of the slaughtered workingmen which' has 
stained the streets of St. Petersburg, Moscow, Warsaw and Lodz; we 
appeal to the crimson marks of the Cossack's lash on the backs of sub- 
stantial burghers; we appeal to George Kennan's story of the infamy 
of Russia's penal exile of political prisoners. From the Michael Davitt

Gopon and

Gorky, and

The massacres of Drogheda and Limerick, nor of Glen- 
coe, for that matter, do not justify the massacres of Warsaw and St. 
Petersburg.

The Significance of a Word. 


The disagreement between the President and the Senate over the 


wording of the arbitration treaties touches the constitutional funda- 
mentals of Senatorial prerogative and State rights. The disagreement 
is not as to substance, but only as to form. The President regards the 
use of the word "agreement" instead of treaty as immaterial, while the 
leaders of the Senate regard it as vital. That the opposition to the 
Executi\e in this matter is neither political, factional nor personal is 
shown by the fact that such strong Republican supporters of the Ad- 
ministration as Lodge, Cullom and Spooner are agreed 
with such 


Democrats as Morgan, Bacon and Gorman. It is not a question of 
party or expediency, but one of Constitutional construction. 


The same question arose in the House when the 
Cuban 
re- 


ciprocity treaty was negotiated, the House leaders on both sides re- 
garding it as an unintentional infringement 
of the 
Constitutional 


mandate ths.t all revenue legislation shall originate in the House. 
In 


the end the House view prevailed, and the p'rovisions of the treaty 
were embodied in a bill which was first passed by the House and then 
went to the Senate. The ra.tffication of the treaty followed. 


In this case the Constitutional right of the Senate to approve or 


reject all treaties \\ith foreign powers is affected or deemed by the 
Senate to be affected. 
On the Democratic side, among Southerners, 


there is a fear that the ratification of the treaties in their original form 
would give the Executive a pretext for interfering with the rights of 
the States in dealing \\ith foreign nations. 


The trouble all comes over the use of the word agreement. The 


Senate leaders arc afraid that it would empower the President to sub- 
mit to The Hague tribunal questions for settlement which are proper- 
ly subjects of treaty stipulations. The Southern Senators, 
for 
in- 


stance, are apprehensive that the payment of the repudiated carpet 
bag debts may be submitted to The Hague court for adjudication, and 
the States forced to pay them through the exercise of Federal power. 
Another cause of apprehension is that the President may be given a 
warrant for ignoring the Senate and its Constitutional powers in the 
settlement of international disputes beca.use 
the 
proposed treaties 


provide that all questions arising between the signatory powers shall 
be submitted to The Hague court "by agreement." 
By agreement 


with whom? With the Executive alone or with the President and the 
Senate acting in concert? In other words, the Senate is afraid of vot- 
ing its Constitutional right to regulate and control the treaty-making 
power to the Executive and vesting him" with the authority in future 
to treat exclusively with foreign nations.

ment. 


It seems that efforts to trace the origin of the telegram led to 


the door of the Grand Duke Sergius, instead of to London'. His Im- 
perial Highness, whom a candid writer has recently described 
as 


"less bestial" than the Grand Duke Vladimir, "but "a thief and a lover 
of tyrannical power," concocted the telegram himself. 


His original plan was to have it published in'the newspapers, 


but the editor of the first Moscow journal that he tried—so rapidly 
is the spirit of independence permeating Russia—refused to have any- 
thing to do with it. This discouraged Sergius' aspirations for press 
publicity, and he summoned the police to his aid: Then followed the 
placarding of the precious document and the British protest. 


It is not at all probable that serious complications 
will ensue. 


Possibly the Grand Duke had no expectation of a serious outcome. 
Possibly he merely thought vengefully about the British and found 
the most convenient channel for the venting of his feelings. But why 
should he be in a position to stir up international trouble? Sergius is 
a fair sample of the men who have brought Russia to humiliating de- 
feat at the hands of a despised antagonist, and, not satisfied with that, 
are pushing her nearer and nearer to the verge of revolution. No one 
of them has yet given any really sound reason for living.
